SUFFERING FROM INJURIES. 
Notwithstanding the tact that there are 
m any messages sent from here indicating 
diseases—the result of exposure—are ex­ 
ceedingly common, the fact is that in the 
very largest hospitals very few cases ot any 
kino exist, and in over 90 per cent, of these 
the individuals are suflennc front injuries 
incurred during and alter ¡he flood. 


NINETEEN LIV ES LOST. 
So m any conflicting reports have been 
published concerning the loss of passcng-is 
and damage to trains overtaken by the flood 
at Conemaugh on last Friday that General 
Mamiger Pugh was asked to furnisb the 
Associated Press with an othcial statem ent 
of the exact num ber of people known or 
presumed to have been drowned from the 
two sections of the day express, and also 
the statem ent as to what became of the 
trains. These facts were elicited: A snear 
as can be learned, nineteen lives were lost: 
two cars, a passenger coach and baggage- 
car, were washed away. The baegaee-car 
has been found. The tni-vi'c coach may 
have been carried down to the debris at 
the Johnstow n bridge. Pome hem s after 
the flood struck the train three Pullm an 
sleepers came in contact with the burning 
car line and were destroyed.

TO THE SAG OF THE CREST 
In the m iddle of the dam only five and a 
half feet of water in it, instead of seven 
feet, wet e necessary to run water over the 
crest, and the rock spill-way. narrow at 
best, had been further contracted by a close 
grating to prevent tbe escape of risb. capped 
by a good-sized tim ber mid hi some slight 
degree also by a trestle or :,x>:-nridge. 
The original discharge pipes at the foot of 
the dam had been perm anently closed 
when it was 
reconstructed, and this, 
w hiie a m inor matter compared to others 
m entioned, further reduced the possible 
rate of the m axim um discharge. The net 
effect of all these differences of the condi­ 
tion was that tbe dam as it stood was not 
m uch safer e gainst excessive floods, apart 
from 
ITS INFERIOR CONSTt'CTION 
T han the original dam would have been 
with its crest only three and one-half to 
four feet higher above the bottom of the 
rock spill-wav, instead of seven feet. A 
large am ount of the old riprapping and 
slope wall still rem ains inlact and is of ex­ 
cellent quality. It does not appear there 
was any great am ount of leakage through 
the dam before it broke. 
The destruction 
came from the water flowing over tne top. 
W ellington said that no engineer of 
known and good standing for such work 
could possibly have been engaged on it, 
since in the particulars m entioned it vio­ 
lated the most elem entary and universally 
understood requirem ents of good practice. 
HALF EARTH AND HALF ROCK. 
The estimates of the original dam indi­ 
cate that it was made of about half earth 
and half rock, but, if so, there was little 
evidence of it in tbe broken dam. The 
ripiapping was merely a skin on each face 
w ith more or less loose planks mixed with 
the earth. 
The dam was seventy-two feet above the 
water, two to one inside the slope, one and 
one-half to one on the outside slope, and 
tw enty feet wide on the fop. The rock 
throughout was about one foot below the 
surface. 
The earth was of pretty good m aterial 
for such a dam, if it was :o tie built ut ail, 
being of a clayey nature, making a good 
pudale. To this the fact of its -landing 
intact since 1881 m ust be ascribed, as no 
engineer of any standing would ever have 
tried to so coustruct it.

tion, together with an increased value of 
lands, have forced upon the agriculturists 
of the older States and those of Europe, 
must be adopted. 
Steadily the conviction 
is growing in the minds of thoughtful 
men that “ the little farm well tilled ” is 
to be the basis of California’s future pros­ 
perity, and that large ranches 
poorly 
cultivated and supporting a few transient 
laborers, must give way to smaller hold­ 
ings with thorough cultivation and atten­ 
tion paid to the recuperation of the soil. 
To the "old timer,” who has been accus­ 
tomed to “cut and cover” his one or two 
hundred acres with an old gang plow, 
w hich leit his iieid in ridges and insured 
the growth of a plentiful crop of weeds 
and wild oats tu make his grain foul and 
sap the substance from the soil, which 
should have given him long heads of 
plump wheat, the change will -eem an in­ 
novation productive of little good, but to 
the rising generation of young farmers, 
which is to take his place, the necessity 
must be speedily apparent. 
In the days when land could be had at 
from 
25 to 85 per acre, with labor com­ 
manding high prices, a man could perhaps 
afford to do slipshod work and receive fair 
returns for his work and the u.-e of his 
la n d ; but those conditions no longer ex­ 
ist. With land ranging from $30 to$300per 
acre, and with, in luos; instances, a “ poor 
man's plaster” upon it, the interest ac­ 
count -peedily ehts up the proceeds of 
careless farming and leaves the owner, in 
tuany cases, steadily sinking deeper into the 
quicksand 
debt. 
The example of Eng­ 
land furnishes u< a criterion for judging 
•n this point. 
There the careful farmer, 
whether he owns his small holding or pays 
rent for it, generally earns a living which 
gives him the comforts and even the lux­ 
uries of life. 
From this class we find only 
a small emigration, and that mainly from 
those who are ambitious to become land­ 
owners instead of continuing as tenants. 
In France we have a still more striking 
instance of the advantages of small farms 
well cultivated. 
When, after the rash 
war into which Louis Na;*oleon precipi­ 
tated her with Germany, the burden of so 
many milliards of francs was laid upon 
her, as an indemnity, that it seemed impos­ 
sible that the next generation would he 
able to pay. by dividing the land into 
small 
holdings 
the 
peaple 
were 
enabled 
to 
pay 
it 
all 
oil' 
within 
a 
time 
far 
shorter 
than 
the specified limit. 
And the fact that the 
prosperity of a country depends largely 
on its agricultural interests was most strik­ 
ingly exemplified in this ease, for before 
the indemnity was fairly paid, most of it 
had been returned to France in exchange 
for her silks, velvets, wines and other 
products. 
The increase of small farms means also 
the increase of independence in our people, 
the increase of our population, the in­ 
creased home consumption of various arti­ 
cles that will be profitably manufactured 
here in the near future, increased activity 
in various channels of trade and the dimi­ 
nution, if not the abolition,of the “blanket 
brigade.” 
in every community there will 
lie found settled permanently men who, 
although lacking capital necessary to en­ 
able them to become html-owners, will 
earn a comfortable living for themselves 
and their families by labor on the farms 
of others. 
Such men are a necessary ad­ 
junct of a ¡ rc.-perous farming community, 
and in ti:e East form a useful and desirable 
portion i i every neighborhood, being self- 
respecting and reliable and far preferable 
to a transient element which possesses no 
interest in the welfare of any particular 
community. 


TH E OLIVE IN CALIFORNIA. 
A t the Fruit-Growers’ Convention in 
National City, the following essay was 
read by President Ellwood Coo_ e \ of Santa 
Barbara : 
This - .C 
t was very fully discussed at 
the Chico Convention, but so far as the 
varieties were concerned the conclusions 
were rathe, unsatisfactory. 
The numerous 
«liscouragii.r reports upon the Picliolinc 
have dishe rted those who have planted 
Alils valid u and lefl thousands of the 
young tree- in the nurseries unsalable. 
T he demand fur the Mission cannot be 
supplied. 
,-ew varieties are being im­ 
ported 1>, :h for oil and for pickles. 
New 
planters cannot be too careful about the 
selection. 
Tae Mission is the only variety 
that bus oven tested in ( 'alifornia, through a 
number of consecutive years,for the quality 
and ■ptauthy that can he produced from a 
given number of pounds of ripe fruit. For 
pickiing, the demand is almost wholly for 
the Sp:u;;«k Queen, the preference given 
on account of its size and beauty. 
It is 
my opinion that the pickles made from the 
Mission five, once properly put upon the 
market, wiii, when their superior quality 
is known, supplant the Spanish Queen. 
T he Mission, being an oil olive, is richer, 
more delicate in flavor, and as a matter of 
<)ieq far superior; consequently the growers 
o f the Spanish Quet-u may find, after many 
years of waiting, that they have made a 
mistake. 
Oil-making will become general 
throughtvul the State. 
The pickier of the 
.Mission will find ready sale for his surplus, 
and such berries that are not salable for 
pickling; while the Spanish Queen cannot 
lie used fur oil-making. 
It is not an oil 
olive. 
The Mission olive, if carefully 
handled, will retain in the pickle all the 
o il. 
It is rich in life-giving substance. 
It 
is a freestone, leaves the seed readily and 
lias more pulp than a Spanish Queen of 
tw ice the size. 
There are several different theories on 
th e number of trees to plant on an acre. 
In the e-~ay of Charles I i.indero, read at 
the Chico I i nvention, 40 feet were given 
as the pr. per distance, and the distance ad­ 
vocated : v the Italians, and therefore 
worthy of the greatest respect, being the 
experience of generations. 
We were rec- 
mended to plant vines, vegetables or some­ 
thing else between the rows. 
A great deal 
o f our land is not suitable for either, 
therefore is it not more profitable to plant 
olives, or, in other words, to plant fib feet 
oa. h way, and in twelve to fifteen years, 
when the orchards become crowded, re­ 
move every other diagonal row ? 
This 
would '.cave an orchard with the trees 
nearly '-!> feet distant and .54 to the acre: 
at twenty-five to titty years remove overv 
other straight row and, we would have an 
orchard of 1’. trees to the acre and distant 
from each other 40 feet. 
This plan of 
thinning out would answer for many other 
varieties of trees, where 
planted too 
thickly. 
The value of the wood will 
more than pay for the expenses of thin­ 
ning out. 
WASHING BETTER. 
The cheesy taste i.i butter is due to the 
imperfect cleansing of the butter from tiie 
fcuttermilk. 
This cannot be done com­ 
pletely v the common method of churn­ 
ing, in which the butter is gathered in 
lumps and is largely mingled with butter­ 
milk. 
A ll the working and washing 
which can l>e done cannot get rid whoRv 
o f this sour milk when it is so intimately 
inclosed among the particles of butter, 
if 


the churning is stopped when the butter 
is in small grains, and before it is collected | 
in a compact nia-s, and the buttermilk ; 
then drawn otf from the churn, and water 
Jioured in and changed until it is no longer 
colored by the buttermilk, and the butter 
is then salted and mixed so as to get rid of 
all excess of water above that which is 
needed to keep it moist enough to dissolve 
the salt, which is about 10 or 12 per cent, 
of the weight of the butter, there will be 
no cheesy taste. 
M ixing milk is injurious 
to the yield of butter. 
This is well known 
to milkmen and buttermakers. 
If milk 
which has been set for some time, and on 
which the cream partly risen, is stirred 
the cream never rise- again fu lly ; and 
there is a considerable loss of butter from 
it. 
TREATMENT FOR CURLED LEAF. 
As the curl leaf has nearly destroyed the 
peach crop this season, and all that it can 
do has already been done, it is useless to 
prescribe remedies for the result. 
But as 
it is liable to occur any other year, I 
thought I would give a liltie experience I 
have had this spring in arresting its de­ 
struction of leaf and fruit. 
Some years ago 
a correspondent of the Pacific Pura! Press 
from lone. Amador county, said that dig­ 
ging the earth away from the tree and un­ 
covering the roots of the tree at the first 
sign of curl, would arrest its progress. 
I 
tried it this spring and can say it has been 
a partial success with me. 
The leaves did 
not curl in the tops of the trees and then I 
have got a part of a peach crop, and that, 
too, on the most tender tree we have (the 
Morris W hite), so as the “ curl leaf” does 
not only curtail the crop of fruit, but also 
injures the tree, I am gainer in two points, 
that is, I have kept my trees growing and 
saved a partial crop of fruit. 
There are 
some I did not experiment on and the 
leaves curled clear to the top. 
And here 
let me say that the Morris peach did not 
curl and has the crop for this year. 
Orchardists that contemplate planting the 
peach in the future please make a note 
of that. 
These {joints are worth consider- j 
ing.—J. II. Spri,: ¡cr, i.. Mon '

CARE OF MILK. 
Carry the miik to a convenient place 
where the atmosphere is pure, and there 
strain it, either into a carrying or milk- 
setting vessel. 
A cloth strainer, when it 
a good one, and care is taken to keep it 
clean, is to lie preferred to wire strainers. 
If one uses a wire strainer, add a cioth 
strainer, ami so make it double. 
The 
writer lias frequently seen milkers run 
several milkings through a single strainer, 
leaving froth and dirt to 
accumulate 
therein, and much of it to be forced 
through into the milk. 
This froth should 
be- thrown out of the strainer every time a 
pail of milk has been {mured through it. 


GENERAL NOTES. 
“The happiest and most prosperous man 
of family in California to-day,” savs the 
Biggs J .•■/•»*.•, “is he -who has ids all in a 
fifteen or twentv-acre tract of land, on 
which he raises his own garden, lii- few 
hogs, Ids two or three cows, ids chickens, 
his every variety of fruit and berry, nuts, 
and, in fact, everything tbat lie wants. 
W e know of few so situated as yet, but the 
tide is drifting that way, and the sooner 
our people give up the idea that a man 
must own nearly a township to make a 
living cultivating the mother earth, the 
sooner our people will become versed in 
the true philosophy of what constitutes 
the simon-pure life of comfort and happi­ 
ness.” 
The Selma I.-.r-ialrr speaks of experi­ 
ments made by Professor Sanders v. itii tiie 
asperest. 
H e tried a few seeds on his 
place last year and proved its value and 
ability to grow where everything else dries 
out. 
The seed is good poultry feed and 
somewhat resembles turkey mullein seed, 
and Professor Sanders says it is the only 
valuable feed plant that w ill grow on as 
little moisture as turkey mullein requires. 
“W hy should not the rudiments of agri­ 
culture be taught in the common school, 
in country districts at least ? 
Many a 
farmer has had to learn by slow and dear 
experience what he should have been 
taught when a boy. 
This is a subject in 
which farmer- are closely interested, and 
their voices and influence should be heard 
and felt in regard to it.” 
Thus asks the 
Hartford Times. 
To which we would 
respond— Even so ! 
W hy not ? 
The head of the family will often he sur­ 
prised when he learns how much he and 
the bovs can do to ameliorate the cares of 
the patient mother by a good garden, and 
when it has become an accomplished fact, 
will be equally surprised to see what the 
mother can do for all in the way of good 
living and improved health. 
Small potatoes make an excellent food 
for poultry. 
They should, however, be 
mixed with some kind of grain, and will 
be much relished if they are boiled and 
mashed. 
Cornmeal, wheat or oats can be 
added, and a first-class food can lie made at 
a low cost. 
J. .' luncey, Jessup, Iowa, has made some 
interc mg experiments with two of his 
Holstein-Ericsian cows, in which he ascer­ 
tained the cost of 100 pounds of milk to 
be 38.2-10th cents ; and that of a pound of 
butter to be 8.3-10th cents. 
Denmark has made money by spending 
S”>0,000 annually to maintain dairy schools. 
W ithin twenty years Denmark's exports of 
butter have increased from 82.100,000 to 
813,000,000 per annum.

As straws show the way of the wind, so 
the great number of letters I have recently 
received—concerning this peninsula, its 
desirability as a place of residence and 
the present status of the company who 
are attempting to colonize it—indicate 
that the attention of many is turned to 
this locality. 
Most of these queries I 
purpose to answer “in the lump,” so to 
speak, through the columns of the Rec- 


ord-Union, without prejudice or partial­ 
ity, feeling assured that neither friend nor 
foe will be so uncharitable as to accuse me 
of having axes to grind, or of being per­ 
sonally interested in any scheme whatso­ 
ever. 
Baja California, as may be seen by re­ 
ferring to a map, is but a southward ex­ 
tension of the Coast Range of mountains, 
having a land connection with its entire 
breadth, separated from Mexico's main 
laud 
by the 
Gulf and the Colorado 
river, thus forming a peninsula seven hun­ 
dred and fifty miles long and from seventy 
to one hundred and fifty miles wide. 
Up 
to a recent period it had scarcely 20,000 in­ 
habitants, and they were confined to the 
southern portion, around La Paz and in 
the neighborhood of the jiearl-lisheries, 
the Mexicans who owned it looking upon 
the almost unoccupied northern half as of 
no value. 
The international Company, which was 
originally incorporated in the Mate of 
Connecticut, is now composed of more 
Englishmen than Americans, and repre­ 
sents a capital of 


ONE HUNDRED AND THIRTY MILLIONS. 
They have purchased from the Mexican 
Government a princely tract, beginning at 
the United States border and running 
down to the twenty-eighth parallel, taking 
in a coast line of 300 miles, covering all 
tiie territory from the Pacific to tip- Gulf 
of California, and comprising more than 
18,000,000 acres of mountain, valley, table 
land and canyon. 
S o t only lias the Mex­ 
ican Government sold the land outright to 
the company (undercertain conditions and 
restrictions), but has grant 'd generous -ub- 
sidies for the building of wharves and rail­ 
ways, the running of steamers and other 
public improvements. 
A gigantic scheme 
of colonization has iieen planned, but 
whether it will ever be fully carried out 
remains to be seen. 
The same company 
has other extensive grants in other parts 
of Mexico, thus giving it a very wide field. 
In the States of Sonora, Sinaloa and Chi­ 
apas it controls 
large grants, together 
with railroad charters in those States. -It 
also operates, under special concc>sion from 
the Mexican 
Government, 
the guano 
islands of the Pacific and Gulf eo:;-ts. es- 
pe Lilly in the Gulf of California, where 
the valuable phosphate deposits keep two 
steamers and several sailing vessels busy, 
carrying to Europe and to San Francisco 
about 200 tons of guano per month. 
The present headquarters of the com­ 
pany in Mexico are located at Todos Santos 
bay. 
Their largest and mo.-t important 
town is 
ENSENADA, 
Sixty-five miles south of San Diego, and 
an overland journey of two days from the 
United States border 
line. 
Et senada 
means “harbor of refuge," and there is 
another port of the same name farther down 
the coast, with the totally different style 
of American architecture. 
Ensenada is 
the official residence of the Governor of 
the peninsula, and lias a barracks, garri­ 
soned by Mexican soldiers. 
Being also a 
port of entry, it has a custom-house, over 
which floats the red, white anil green 
stripes of the Mexican flag. 
The Mexican 
Government has also established a Post­ 
office here. From the United States to 
Mexico the postage rate is only two cents, 
while from Mexico to the United .States it 
is five cents. 
However, that is an im­ 
provement on days not long past, when it 
was two cents ner half ounce on all letters 
sent out of Mexico, and twenty-five cents 
on those going from place to place within 
her borders. 
The large square postal cards 
are three cents, and each contains about as 
much space for writing as a small page of 
note-paper. 
The Methodists have a pretty church at 
Ensenada, and Baptists, Presbyterians and 
< atholics have each houses of worship. 
There are schools, both public and private, 
and Bishop Fowler, of the Methodist per­ 
suasion, has promised to found here a 
million dollar college. 
Among the in­ 
dustries of the town may be mentioned an 
extensive woolen mill, for the manufacture 
of blankets, carpets and coarse flannel; 
two breweries and watch factory ; saw anil 
planing mill, and sash and door factory; 
a canning establishment, to run on fruits 
during this season, and at this time on 
beef, fish and turtle ; a candle and soap 
factory ; cider, vinegar and pickle factory; 
a tannery, anil manufactories of furniture, 
lxiots and shoes, harness and saddles. 


MANUFACTURING POSSIBILITIES 
Are very great here, since Mexico imposes 
very heavy duties on all imports, and her 
own manufacturing interests are extremely 
limited and crude. 
The International Company’s hotel, the 
Iturbide, is 
most picturesquely situated 
on a superb rise of land, overlooking town 
and bay, almost overhanging the latter 
and nearly two hundred feet above it. 
It 
is readied by following a winding path­ 
way up the mountain side, or from the 
beach by long flights of terraced steps, all 
the in interstices of the rocks being 
planted with trailing vines. 
As for views, 
those 
Mission Fathers of a 
hundred 
years 
ago had clever heads on their 
shoulders when they christened Lower 
California, 
La 
Tierra 
Perfecta — “ The 
perfect land! ” 
Climb 
a 
hill 
any­ 
where, and such a panorama of sea and 
bay, island, mountain and valley, is re­ 
vealed as would make the fortune of an 
Atlantic watering-place! Ranges of moun­ 
tains soar to the sky, with foothills nestling 
at their base, and over all is golden sun­ 
shine, fanned bv cool breezes from the 
wide Pacific. 
There can 
lie no more 
enchanting scene than that which may 
any day be enjoyed while lolling iii 
any of the 
easy chairs 
on the 
wide 
veranda of the Iturbide. 
Picture the 
crescent-shaped bay, directly below, pale 
blue in color and tranquil as an inland lake; 
and just beyond the mountains, at first seem­ 
ing to rise abruptly from the sea, so sombre 
arc they in tone, so startling distinct in 
the clear air, every outline so sharply de­ 
fined against the cloudless sky. 
A few 
miles inland they gradually recede in 
broken ranks, enveloping themselves in 
every shade of purple and amethyst, till 
their hazy shapes are mingled with the 
clouds.

You will be surprised to fiud under how 
many fanciful names the homely stew 
masquerades. 
We all know the plain 
Irish stew with its vegetables and dump­ 
lings cooked with the m eat; I dare say 
many of you have often wondered, as I 
used to do when a little girl, while puzz­ 
ling over the queer names in the cookery 
books, what a ragout might be. 
W ell, it 
is nothing more or less than our friend, 
the stew, highly flavored with wine. 
A 
salmi is a stew of game, usually made from 
the left-over pieces of a game dinner : thi- 
is also quite highly flavored oftenest with 
currant jelly. 
.4 haricot is a stew with 
the meat and vegetables cut tine. 
Of 
course you all know that a chowder is a 
stew of fish, clams or oysters; and that a 
fricassee is a stew in which the meat is 
browned in fat, either before or after cook­ 
ing in the hot water, and is served with­ 
out vegetables. 
A pot-pie is a stew in 
which the dough is put on as a crust, cov­ 
ering the whole top of the kettle in which 
it is cooked instead of being used m balls 
as dumplings. 
Sow for one simple stew, one called in 
the Liverpool School, an “ Exeter Stew." 
Use for every half pound of beef, half of 
an onion, one quarter each of turnip and 
carrot, two potatoes, salt and pepper to 
taste, a little flour, and water enough to 
cover. 
Wipe the meat, cut it into small 
pieces, removing any bits of crumbly bone 
that may adhere to it. 
Put the larger 
bone.i into a kettle and cover with cold 
water, melt the fat of the meat, brown the 
sliced onion in it and skim them out as 
soon as they are a fine yellow brown; 
dredge the bits of meat with flour, sprinkle 
them with salt and pepper and brown 
them in the onion-seasoned fat. 
Put them 
and the onions into the kettle in which the 
bone is boiling and add enough boiling 
water to cover. 
Simmer from two to three 
hours, or until the meat is tender; half an 
hour before serving add the other vegeta­ 
bles, which should have been eut in small 
dice; twenty^ minutes before serving add 
the potatoes, which have been washed and 
pared and cut into quarters, and parboiled 
five minutes. 
You should take out the fat 
and bone before adding the vegetables. 
When ready to serve skim out the meat 
and potatoes upon a hot platter, thicken 
the gravy if you think it necessary, add 
seasoning, then ponr it over the meat. 
H alf a cup of stewed tomato, that has been 
strained, is an excellent addition. 
If you 
make this stew successfully you will no 
doubt eat it with as keen a relish as did 
the girls in School Kitchen No. 1 on the 
memorable d iy when they and I learned 
how to make an “ Exeter Stew.—Sallie Joy 
White i.

what circumstances may it not ? 
Speaking in a broad sense, the plea of 
youth may be advanced in tho-e eases 
which involve neither dishonesty nor in­ 
gratitude. 
Acts committed in pas-ion, 
where they would entaii grievous punish­ 
ment on the head of an adult, need not 
necessarily be considered a heinous crime 
in cite case of a youth. 
At the same time 
this reservation only applies to a certain 
class of offenses, and positively excludes 
all those which hinge on the gratification 
of the sexual instinct. 
The hanging of 
six young men at Sidney • tliei r united vear- 
fell short of one hundred) for rape, ex­ 
cited no horror in the minds of a highly 
civilized community, who, had the crime 
been one of murder ¡terse, would have been 
loud in their denunciation of this terrible 
sentence. 
In England, crimes of violence 
perpetrated by young men, tlie former 
having no connection with robbery or lust, 
are usually dealt with in a lenient spirit, 
the youth in these cases getting the full 
advantage which accrues through the ten­ 
derness of years. 
On the other hand, 
forgeries, thefts and violence committed for 
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Mr. Gladstone has the great gift of 
-leep. 
Seven hours he always gets, “and,” 
he added, with a smile, “I should like 
eight. I hate getting up in the morning. I 
hate it the same every morning, but one 
can do everything by habit, and when I 
have had my seven hours sleep my habit 
is to get up."

men with a severity which takes no cog­ 
nizance whatever of the youth of the 
culprit. 
An illustration will be sufficient to 
bring out my meaning : At a recent session 
of ihe Central Criminal Court of London 
the same Judge had to adjudicate on two 
cases of youthful crime, the fir-t involving 
the sicrinee of human life, and the second, 
an attempted extortion of money. 
Hing­ 
ing, the one case on property, and” the other 
on life, at first sight the latter would 
seem 
the 
more serious of the two. 
The Judge, however, thought different; 
for on the lad who in a lit of passion had 
brained his fellow-workman with a chisel, 
his Honor passed sentence of three months’ 
imprisonment; 
but for the boy who had 
abused the hospitality of a stranger, Bv 
threatening to bring a revolting charge 
against him unless a sum of money was 
immediately forthcoming, for such incre­ 
dible ingratitude and baseness, tlie Judge 
did not think a life sentence any too severe 
to impose. 
Illustrations like these speak 
volumes, and the more they are multiplied 
the more they point out tiie “ mean ” of 
juvenile responsibility. 
In cases where cunning and avarice have 
been exhibited, the spectacle is far sadder 
in the instances of youth that in those 
furnished by mature manhood. 
In boys 
almost every sin may Be condoned except 
fraud and ingratitude, which are more 
minatory to society the earlier they are 
expressed in the individual. 
The criiueof 
the lad, who, at 15, forges his employer’s 
name to a cheek, is in the opinion of the 
writer of greater turpitude than tiie falsi­ 
fication of a white-haired cierk. W ith the 
latter the temptation to sin has very often 
the excuse of unfortunate speculation to 
plead for it, and very possibly a life-time 
of usefulness to oflset its infamy. 
In the 
boy’s ease, however, cold-blooded iniquity 
is positively without palliation; it is a 
slur on that portion of humanity in which 
the hopes of its elders are centered, and in 
robbing youth of its innocence it robs it of 
prerogative. 
Far from being tempted to excuse fraud 
on account of the youth of the culprit, a 
community’s self-interest compel- it to ex­ 
claim, “ If such things are done in the 
green, what will be done in the dry ? The 
man-eating tiger is not to be excused on 
account of his youth. 
The ven- fact that 
at so an early age he was a man-eater, 
should be set down to his discredit.” 
I am tempted to indulge in these re­ 
marks, because in the last few months 
forgery and fraud, on the part of young 
people lias increased in this State with 
alarming rapidity. 
Juvenile forgers are 
getting quite common, and, it is to be 
feared, are incited to sin by the confidence 
that, if detected, their year- will excuse 
their crimes. This, however, is a mistaken 
notion to encourage, on the part of their 
elders, and those of them that persist in it 
are guilty of a mischievous philanthropy. 
By all means let juvenile delinquents have 
the benefit of their “ infancy,” where the 
crime they are charged with does not in­ 
volve fraud or the misdirection of educa­ 
tion.

T H E B E H K IK S SEA QUESTION. 


The people should have a clear under­ 
standing of the Behring ¡Sea question and 
not ie confused bv any misapprehension 
o f the facts. 
T he claim of the • British 
Governm ent i», that America acquired no 
rights by the purchase of Alaska greater 
than Kus'ia possessed, and therefore the 
American right in the Behring Sea cannot 
extend beyond one marine league from 
the shore Hue, 
which 
was all 
Russia 
claim ed. 
T he question as to where the 
point o f measurement begins may be dis­ 
missed from 
the present consideration. 
It w’ill be remembered by all our readers 
that this claim concerning the marine 
league lim it, in determ ining what is the 
high sea, w as definitely advanced 
and 
strenuously insisted upon in 1888 during 
the fishery trouble on the other side of 
the continent. 
It was also insisted upon 
by the counsel for the E nglish Governm ent 
in the case of the schooner seised on this 
side in 1887 for killin g seals w ithin lim its 
off'the coast of Alaska. 
That part of the 
sea where the crews of the schooners were 
found k illin g seals was claim ed by our 
Governm ent to be w ithin Behring Sea, or 
that part of it claimed 
to the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the U nited States, under 
th e treaty of 1867 made with Russia. 
England on her part claim ed that Alaska, 
as originally possessed by Russia, never 
exercised jurisdiction beyond tbe marine 
league, but the U nited States joined is-ne 
w ith it as to that. 
In the case referred to 
the English counsel claim ed that the Act 
o f Congress of Ju ly, 1868, restricting navi­ 
gation 
in 
Behring Sea was unconstitu­ 
tional; but the Court dismissed that point 
very curtly, as unworthy further consider­ 
ation, having already been adjudicated by 
our Courts. 
The schooners were forfeited 
aud no appeal was taken from that judg­ 
ment. 
T his is all the litigation 
had that 
bears directly on the question. 


The United States proceeds upon the 
claim that Behring Sea is a closed sea 
w ithin the m eaning of the code of inter­ 
national law. 
T he ease stands th u s: The 
English Government challenges the claim 
of the United States to exercise 
the ex ­ 
clusive right to fish in Behring Sea. 
The 
former Government seeks to treat with us 
as it sought to do with Russia prior to the 
sale of Alaska, and in which convention it 
insisted that the waters could not lie held 
a closed sea. 


In the last ( bngress the matter of the 
Behring Sea di-pute was officially inquired 
into and 
the House Committee reported 
that after a full exam ination of all 
the 
evidences and the correspondence between 
Air. Adaius: on the part o f the U nited 
States and Mr. P olítica on 
the part of 
Russia, when Mr. Adams was Secretary of 
State, it believed that ail the conditions 
of a closed sea attached to the waters in 
question, and that the fact had never been 
successfully denied w hile Russia possessed 
Alaska, and that as a matter of fact Russia, 
from 
the discovery of the sea in 1723 to 
1867, when we purchased her territory on 
this continent, claimed and exercised e x ­ 
clusive jurisdiction over the waters be­ 
tween the 51st parallel o f latitude and 
Mount 8t. Elias and east of the 141st me­ 


ridian. 
Our claim 
therefore, is. in substance : 
That we have a right 
to protect the seal 
and other fisheries w ithin all the waters 
embraced in the boundaries of the territory 


we purchased of Russia. That these waters 
■where we propose to protect the seal life 
are w ithin the usual conditions that ap­ 
pertain to a closed sea. 
That our grantor 
exercised th e same rights 
over these 
water» undisputedly for more than a cen­ 
tury, and that we acquired that right by 
purchase and have always m aintained it. 
That we have not failed to express such 
right in statutes passed to prefect the 
seals and regulate their taking. 
That by 
express legislation we reasserted the right 
in 
a law denying the claim of right on 
the part of the 
English 
to fish in those 
waters. 
Moreover, we claim that to pro­ 
hib it the k illing of seals upon the seal 
islands and not do so in the sea itself, 
would amount to nothing, since the seals 
are not threatened upon the islands, but in 
that part of Behring Sea lying between 
the eastern and western lim its of our ter­ 
ritory of Alaska, and which waters are 
described 
in the treaty whereby we ac­ 
quired Alaska, as waters through which 


the seals pas's in going to and from their 
feediug-grounds and rookeries, and their 
annual passage to the islands for breed­ 
ing. 
T hat when we passed the A ct to 
protect fur-bearing seals in Alaska and its 
waters, we expressly asserted the exclusive 
rights that are now challenged, and clearly 
set forth our claim to the waters in ques­ 
tion as marine territory, as fully as to the 
land purchased. 
T he islands o f St. Pan! and St. George 
frequented by the seal are special Govern­ 
ment reservations, and are in about the 
center of the waters in dispute. 
The east 
line of our purchase is th e line between 
Russian and B ritish possessions, and the 
western bound is a lin e from the A rctic 
Ocean 
through 
Behring 
Straits 
bear­ 
ing southwesterly to the North Pacific 
Ocean. 
T his 
cuts 
Behring 
Sea 
into 
two parts. 
T he northern boundary is the 
A rctic water commonly known in diplo­ 
m atic correspondence 
as 
“ the 
frozen 
ocean;’’ the south boundary is the south 
shore line 
of 
the 
A leutian 
islands, 
and these bounds, we claim , compass the 


“ Alaska ’ we 
purchased from Russia. 
W hat we propose to do now is to prevent 
the destruction of that for whb-h we paid 
a good many m illions of dollars— the 
fisheries; and to that end we prohibit seal- 
taking by our own people w ithin certain 
exceptions, and especially do we provide 
that the seals shall not he exterm inated by 
the indiscrim inate taking that would re­ 
sult should Behring Sea be declared open 
waters, or all our own people be given 
liberty to fish therein. 
W e now prohibit 
the k illin g of the females, and lim it the 
taking to certain classes of males, else the 
fisheries in a very few seasons would cease 
to be of any value, and would presently be 
w holly destroyed. 
If there were unrestricted sealing in the 
Behring Sea, there would be, as we have 
said, an indiscrim inate slaughter of bulls, 
cows and calves. 
T he hunters would have 
but to follow the strong warm current that 
flows from the A leutian Isles toward the 
main land to keep in the very m idst of the 
course the seals take In their annual m i­ 
grations. 
They would k ill whatever of 
them came in their way, and thus cows 
would be slaughtered and these valuable 
sea anim als soon become extinct. If, there­ 
fore, England does insist upon the open sea, 
it w ill mean that she is w illing that the 
most valuable fur species o f seal may be 
exterm inated. 


Mr. Bayard was wise when he asked the 
great m aritim e powers to co-operate with 
the United States in preventing the ex ­ 
term ination of the seals, which must re­ 
sult from unregulated taking. 
In that in­ 
vitation he expressly set forth that we 
neither raised nor waived tite question of 
our jurisdiction over the m arine territory 
involved. 
A ll the powers accepted the in­ 
vitation, even England assenting', though 
she subsequently withdrew from activity 
in the matter. 


It am ounts to this, therefore, that our 
claim is, after all, not so much territorial 
as it is the right to prevent the total de­ 
struction of valuable fisheries belonging to 
us indisputably, and the preservation of 
which i- of high value to all nations. 
President 
Harrison’s Adm inistration is 
proceeding wisely and w ith due caution, 
and yet with firmness, in this matter, and 
we do not entertain any fear that ill; 
country w ill be led by reason of the facts 


stated, into any w arlike com plications with 
England. 
Diplom acy will settle the whole 
dispute, and it w ill be settled in m ainten­ 
ance of our claim o f jurisdiction over that 
part of Behring Sea that we have de­ 
scribed.

responsibility : if he appoints to suit some 
one else, and the people are still dissatis­ 
fied, his is still the responsibility.

would probably remove all objection if the 
President would so proceed in his course 
of duty as to specially please our friends

The bulletin of the Paris < Teographieal 
Society, whii h has recently been issued, 
contains an account hv M. Jules Maroon of 
certain further researches which he has 
made into the origin of the name “ Ameri­ 
ca.” 
As far hack as 1875 he published a 
paper on tlie same topic, which attracted 
much attention at the time, and he has 
since devoted much labor to an investiga­ 
tion of early historical documents in which 
the New World is named. 
Tlie popular notion that America was so 
called from tlie Christian name Amerigo 
Vespucci is, lie says, wholly unfounded and 
lie sums up his conclusions in this way: 
1. Amerique is the Indian name of the 
mountains between Juigaipaand Libertad 
in the Province of C'hontales, which sepa­ 
rate Lake Nicaragua from the Mosquito 
coast. 
The word in the Maya language 
signifies “ the windy country,” or " tlie 
country where the wind blows always.”

M. Marcon claims that his theory of a 
native origin for the name America lias 
been accepted in Spain, Spanish America, 
and, with some exceptions, in the United 
States: in France, Germany and Italy it 
has excited doubt and surprise, but in tlie 
last named he has the support of tlie emi­ 
nent Turin geographer, M. Guido Cora. 
There is no doubt that Columbus aud Ves­ 
pucci went along the Mosquito coast at 
the loot of t lie Sierra Amerique, and that 
the name was reported by the officers and 
men cf these expeditions, and Schoiier, the 
geographer, declared in 1515 that the 
name was already popular in Europe. 
According to the London h ue* it is be­ 
yond question that one edition of Vespucci's 
letter on his third voyage has the name 
Amerigo in the place of the Christian 
name. Nineteen editions had Alberieus, 
ami subsequent Italian editions had Al- 
herico. 
The one with Amerigo on the 
title page was published in 150u, but M. 
Marcon suggests that this was never in­ 
tended to be a variation of Alberico, but 
rather an adaptation of Amerique, a name 
already known and applied to the new 
world, to Vespucci’s name to distinguish 
him, as we now say “ Chinese Gordon,” to 
distinguish the particular Gordon by sug­ 
gesting one of his greatest teats.

S e a t t l e , June 7th.—A fire broke o u tm 
the Uenbv block, at the coiner of Madison 
aud Front streets, at 2:30 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, that has laid waste the greater 
portion of the city, and caused a loss of 
property vulued at millions of dollars. A 
strong northwest wind was blowing at the 
tim e, and in a ’ few minutes the building 
was a mass of flames. 
The fire spread with great rapidity, and 
in a short tim e the Opera and Coleman 
blocKs were also consumed. 


INFLAMMABLE M ATEEIAL. 
The firemen were utterly unable to stay 
the progress of the flames, as the inflam­ 
mable material that tilled the buildings 
gave out such intense heat as to drive them 
back. 
In less than three hours the entire busi­ 
ness portion of the city was ablaze, and the 
telegraph offices were destroyed. 
The Occidental Hotel, one of the finest 
buildings in the Northwest, was destroyed ; 
also, the San Francisco hi ore. Union block, 
Pioneer block, Yesler-f.earv building, Post­ 
Intelligencer building, and. 
indeed, the 
whole line of business buildings bounded 
by heueca street on the north and the water 
trout on the south and east, has been laid 
waste by the fiery element. 


A HOPELESS FIGHT. 
Tremendo.-ja efforts were made by the 
F ire Department, illy supplied with appa­ 
ratus, to stay the progress of the flames, 
and, of comse. all citizens made common 
cause with the firemen in an hopeless fight 
and struggled with might and m ain for the 
salvation of the city. There were many 
others, too, whose first thought was to save 
their individual poss ssions, and the streets 
were s .ain crowded, and in m any places 
blocked with teams 1 ailed with valuables 
of every description, seeking a place of 
safety on the hills. 
H undreds of men were at work disgorg­ 
ing the m any business buildings of thetr 
contents, and loading them into wagons, in 
m any instances procured at an enorm ous 
price, and sending them through the choked 
thoroughfares. 


FRENZIED EXCITEMENT. 
No adequate description cau be made of 
a sceue in*w hich everybody was excited 
and m any frenzied. 
The railroad i.ftices, all ihe docks on the 
water-front and the wharves, in fact, every­ 
thing is gone as lar up as Alm ond iv P hil­ 
lips’ foundry. 
The burned district, as near as can be 
stated, is bounded by Union street on the 
north, by Second as far a3 Jam es on the 
east, and then below Jam es every bank, 
hotel, place of amusement, all the leading 
houses, all the newspaper offices, railroad 
depots, mills, 
steamboat 
wharves, coal 
bunkers, freight warehouses aud telegraph 
offices are burned down. 
The corrugated warehouses went up like 
tinder, and .-ections of the corrugated iron 
were carried high in the air like a leather. 


TH E F IB E BURNS OUT. 
At s:JO o'clock the fire had finally burned 
out at the foot of University street for lack 
of m aterial to feed upon. 
The fire crossed back to the east side of 
Front street at Seneca, but; a determined 
light by a bucket brigade prevented the 
tire from extending back into the residence 
portion of the city. 
There aie no serious casualties that are 
definitely known, but it is reported that 
several men are burned to death. 
There were a num ber of minor accidents. 
The loss, at a guess, is $10,0011,000. 
The owners are guarding the property 
saved as well as they can, assisted bv a 
citizens’ patrol and militia. 
Over a hundred thieves were arrested. 


TH E FIR E HAD ITS OWN WAY. 


S e a t t l e , June 7th.—A ll attem pts to con­ 
trol the fire were futile, and it literally 
burned u n t i l nothing was left w ithin reach 
to feed upon. The m ain portion of the 
town, a b o u t sixty-five acres in area, is now 
a mass of smoldering ruins.

T he Seattle, Lake Shore and Eastern 
Railroad Company is a heavy loser in 
trackage and depots, and $300 000 in stock 
had just been subscribed in Seattle for it.

A. A. Denny, Seattle Transfer Company, 
the Oregon Railway and Navigation Com­ 
pany, the several banks, Bailey Gatzert,

T hirty arrests were ma le by the police 
au d m ilitia of those engaged in pillaging. 
A t 6 o'clock a man was seen carrying fire 
brands across an alley and setting fire to a 
house that bad escaped the flames. 


POLICEM EN OPENED FIR E ON H IM , 
A nd to dodge the shots he entered a burn­ 
in g building and never reappeared and 
doubtless was burned todeath. 
A negro was caught in the act of stealing 
and was knocked down by a blow on the 
head with an ax. H e was then carried to 
th e jail. 
A volunteer fireman who was on top of 
th e Boyd block when it was enveloped is 
supposed to be burned to death. All ave­ 
nues of escape were clogged, and as a last 


resort he jum ped, alighting, it is feared, in 
the m idst of the flames.

tire which 
started yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock by 
a careless workm an overturning a glue pot 
in a little cabinet shop resulted in a eoniii- 
gration which destroyed nine-tenths of the 
business portion of the city. The section 
destroyed was the low lands drained from 
the side, and the wooden buildings which 
were built on piles giving great advantage 
to the flames. 
The streets were paved with wood plank­ 
ing. Tire wharves extended tar out int j 
tne water. 
All the brick buildings were t o: y and 
substantial. The area aevasted comprised 
niuety-lour acres, thickly built, the bound­ 
ary of the fire on the north being Univers­ 
ity street, on the west ami south Seattle 
harbor and on the east Second and Fourth 
i streets. 
There were about 500 wooden and fifty 
• brick buildings. 
The wooden buildings 
j were mostly old, and being in the fire limit,

of the latter was the Boston Block contain­

But two of these sur­ 
vives, and they were much injured 
W hen the sun set last night all the rail­ 
road property in the city was destroyed. 
Every bank, theater, engine-house, tele­ 
graph office, newspaper office is gone. The 
City H all, with its recores, w r s lost, and 
the big Occidental Hotel and nearly every 
wharf. The electric light and gas works 
were lost, and the e:eetric and cable roads 
disabled. 
The tire started at haif-past 2 in the 
afternoon, when a 


STRONG NORTH W IND WAS BLOWING, 
W hich increased until about ti o’clock, 
when the flamea were driven at the speed 
of a prairie fire. 
The t'rst row of buildings attacked were 
of wood, built on piles, and the fire de­ 
voured them wi h incredible speed, and 
then reached out on all sides, licking up a 
big saw mill, three wooden blocks, arid 
Erie’s Opera House, a four-storv brick. 
The supply of water was insufficient, and 
tne firemen were unable to accomplish any­ 
thing. 
In a half hour after the tire started 
people half a mile sw ay began to move 
their personal eflecis and to tear down 
buildings, in the hope of checking the

At 7 o’clock the people on the hills 
looked down on ninety acres of flames.

Many of the brick 
buildings were four stories in bight, but a 
few m inutes sufficed lor their destruction. 
On reaching the W hitechapel district, in 
South Seattle, the fire spread so rapidly 
that people were glad to escape with their 
lives. 
Little effort here was made to fight 
the destroyer.

A VIGILANCE COMMITTEE WAS FORMED. 
Two companies of m ilitia were called out 
and 200 special policemen were sworn in, 
but not too soon, for the thieves were 
abreast of the tire pillaging stores. A jew ­ 
elry store was cleaned out at one rush. 
Several men systematically began the work 
ot plunder, and these were leinforced by an 
arm y from Tacoma, who came by train. 
Fifty thieves were arrested before m id­ 
night. Families and merchants who saved 
their goods took them up on vacant lots on 
the hillside and there remained with them 
all night. 
The m ilitia patroied the burned district 
and perm itted no entrance, while the po­ 
licemen cha. ••nged every suspicious char­ 
acter.

The work of re­ 
moving the debris will be begun to-m or­ 
row. Tottering walls rise here and there 
in the wide waste of ruijj. and visitors are 
excluded. 
It is impossible at present, 
owing to the destruction ot books and 
papers, to ascertain the loss and insurance. 
Yesterday it was thought the loss would 
be less than $10,000,000. but to-day's esti­ 
mates exceed that, and the underwriters 
estim ate it is between $15,000,000 and $16,­ 
000 000, and this probably is correct. The 
insurance averages 25 per cent, of the loss.

The fire bug previously mentioned, the 
fireman named Derby, crushed by the 
falling walls, and two unknown men seen 
to enter a Chinese store just before its col­ 
lapse. 
Relief is coming in generously. 
The Governor has issued a proclamation 
calling for relief, which is being responded 
to generously. Tacoma sent in $1(>000 
and provisions. Spokane. Port Townsend, 
Portland and other cities are also respond­ 
ing liberally.

Latest Intelligence From ttie M ricken 
City of ttie Nortlj. 
S ea t tl e, June 7th.—The city to-day is 
full of bunding smoke. The destruction is 
greater than at first reported. The burnt 
district comprises an area of more than 120 
acres, consisting of thirty seven squares 
and all the wharves. 
Three lives are reported lost and a num ­ 
ber are seriously injured. Several thou­ 
sand people are rendered homeless, and are 
now living in tents. 
Not a single business house of im port­ 
ance was left standing in rhe section from 
Union street, on north along the water­ 
front to the upper end of the bay, and 
some places as far back as Fifth street are 
entirely swept out of existence. 
The cause of the fire ha? not yet been as­ 
certained. The water supply gave out after 
the fire had been burning’ an hour, and 
this prevented all further effort to con­ 
trol it. 
All the burnt district is w ithin the fire 
limits, and the new buildings m ust be of 
brick.
